Legal Counsel

Board’s legal counsel Charles Kilb reported that the draft amendments to 237 CMR
13.00 have been approved for a public hearing and asked the Board if the December
meeting would be an acceptable date. The members noted that as scheduled, the
meeting would take place on the 23 in a holiday week. The members discussed
moving the meeting to December 16™ instead. A motion was made by J. Bagni to move
the meeting to December 16™ assuming space is available. The motion was seconded
by D. Edmonds. Unanimously approved.

Board of Fire Prevention Regulations — Paul Vigneau reported to the Board.

i. Mr. Vigneau reported that the latest edition of 527 CMR 1.00, the
Massachusetts Comprehensive Fire Safety Code is now in effect.

ii. Proposed amendments to 527 CMR 12.00, the Massachusetts Electrical Code,
are now scheduled for a public hearing on December 5 in Stow. It was noted
that there are outstanding issues that DFS will be working with DPL to resolve.
